He stated that he wondered if the Director had gotten 
the message properly since he toas not interested so much 
in sabotage as he vxts in getting material to run a short 
article in a McGraw Hill Publication called "Factory** 
which goes to 25,000 industrial establishments. The article 
which he has in mind would deal with protection against 
sabotage and he, of course, loas familiar generally with 
the Bureau* s plant protection program and it was along 
these lines that he was interested. He had talked to 
Mr. Dean about this and Mr. Dean suggested he contact the 
Bureau. 

I frankly believe that it would be to the Bureau's 
advantage to discuss with Mr. Wooten in most general terms 
our plant protection program. This would not in any way 
interfere, J believe, with the forthcoming American Magazine 
article and accordingly it is suggested that in light of 
Mr. Wooten* s request further consideration be given to the 
matter. I told him that frankly J. did not know what we 
could do but that I would call him back.

With this letter 1 enclose a reprint of a signed editorial which appears this 
month in every McGraw-Hill publication. This means that it will ccme to the atten- 
tion of at least 1,000,000 /business-and industrial executives, technicians and 
operating men in the basic industries that are vital to national defense* 

These include the aviation,. machine tool and chemical industries, factory 
management and product design, industrial and public works construction, coal and 
^ C ytaetal mining, central station and other power plants, foods and textiles, radio, 
Ap^ jfcotography and others. Each of the 24 papers serving these industries is staff ed by 
^* a group of experts, working continuously in intimate contact with the men and the 
problems of their industries. 

I believe it is safe to say that the readers of these journals, constitute, in 
the aggregate, the largest andmost influential group of industrial executives and A 
technicians that is assembled regularly by any single American institution* 

This editorial is prompted by my conviction that our present effort toward 
national security in a distracted world will demand of these men not only the highest 
efficiency in their own jobs, but also the utmost in mutual understanding among them, 
and between them and the federal agencies responsible for national defense. 

We of McGraw-Hill take pride in the recognition accorded our publications by 
American industry, for their contributions to technical progress and operating efficien- 
cy. And now, as we face our gravest national emergency, we turn our resources to the 
essential task of industrial preparedness. Just as, in normal times, it is our job 
to help American industry achieve high efficiency in the arts of peace, it now beccmes 
our duty to help it cope with the new problems 60 suddenly thrust upon it. 

This editorial will carry to the readers of our publications the assurance that 
the resources of MbGraw-Hill are available to help them in the effort now required of 
them. They expect this of us and will take it for granted. But as the legislators 
and other go varment officials may not be so well aware of those resources, I am taking ^\ 
this means of putting them at your disposal.

ALERT to what is happening in Europe/ the American 
jfjL people are setting out to strengthen their defenses 
against aggression from any quarter. Already the govern* 
ment has Said down an initial program to that end, 

The surest defense against aggression is the ability to 
resist it. If we are known to be well prepared we may 
avert attack. If we cannot avert it we shall be armed against 
it. But preparedness against war means preparedness to 
wage war. 

And modern war is an industry. Like every other indus- 
try, it is z matter of men, materials and machines. Fighting 
men must be skilled workers, trained to use an arsenal of 
special tools and equipment that are just as diversified and 
just as essential to success as those of any other industry. 

The plant, supplies and personnel of w« must rival in 
efficiency those of any peacetime industry. For the stakes of 
success or failure in war are not paid in money profits or 
losses: they are paid in the lives and property of the people, 
in the security — F perhaps the survival — of a nation. 

♦ * * 

Sound national defense calls first for a comprehensive 
program, carefully planned to bade up a dear-cut policy as 
to what we expect to defend. Next comes the appropriation 
of funds to realize that program, Ifcese first steps are vital: 
they are- up to government. 

Then program and appropriations must be translated into 
performance. Native raw materials must be produced; pro- 
cessed and stored. Our meager supplies of strategic materials 
of foreign origin must be built up until we have accumu* 
lated ample stockpiles against the use and wastage of active 
war. And most urgent, because it is most complicated, raw 
materials must be manufactured into the innumerable items 
required to equip the modern army. 

We of McGraw»Hill, living with American industry as 
we do, are keenly aware of the effort that will be required 
to produce the materials and equipment now needed to 
modernize our national armament. 



Tanks and anti-tank guns, airplanes and anti-aircraft 
guns, machine guns and automatic rules, trucks and tractors, 
destroyers and 'supply ships— -these are bur a few items 
from the aidless inventory oi* military and naval equipment 
that we must produce by scores, hundreds and thousands, 
even to arm an Initial Protective Force, behind which we 
might rally our national resources for decisive effort. 

Obviously the army and navy must count on American 
industry for an ample and continuous supply of this equip- 
ment, and industry must organize to produce it in vast 
quantities. This means the construction ind adaptation of 
manufacturing, transportation and storage facilities, the or- 
ganization of competent. executive and technical staffs, the 
training of skilled craftsmen in numbers adequate to main- 
tain exacting production schedules. All this, in itself, is an 
industrial organization problem of the first magnitude, but 
upon it is imposed still another and vital specification— 
sustained speed. 

For time is the all-essential ingredient of modern war. It 
cannot be bought with any appropriation, however great; 
onceJost, it cannot be. recaptured; we must make effective 
use of it while we still have it. And at this juncture we have 
to waste in fumbling, jockeying or , experiment.

Two courses are.open to carry, out such a program* 

1. We might adopt the totalitarian plan of nationalizing 
industry, conscripting the wealth and labor of all, and sup- 
pressing the normal incentives and management of industry 
in favor of the authority and control of government officials. 

2. Or. we can stick to the American way of achieving 
national unity. and efficiency by intelligent cooperation be- 
tween industry, labor and government. 

There are those to whom the first will appeal as being 
the more direct. But 1 ^m convinced that most Americans 
will insist that the job be done in the American way. And in 
this preference the President, speaking for government, al- 
ready has indicated his concurrence. 
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But effective cooperation in so complex and unfamiliar a 
task demands the utmost of mutual understanding and con- 
fidence from all concerned. Confusion of purpose and con- 
flict of opinion are bound to arise — have, indeed, already 
arisen, Needs and capacities in many fields must be recon- 
ciled, relative priorities for various products must be de- 
termined, specific pans of the whole program must be 
allocated, supervised and coordinated with other parts. 
Government officials, smarting under the whip of urgency, 
must, render quick decisions on highly technical matters, 
while industrial executives, masters of their own operating 
technique, must adapt themselves to arbitrary and unfamiliar 
requirements. 

Under such conditions, many problems will arise that, 
must fee worked t>ut between the men of industry and those * 
of government. Some of them will be the more acute be- 
cause of the restrictions under which industry has had to 
work during recent years— restrictions that have curbed not 
only the expansion of plant capacity, but also the develop- 
ment of improved processes and the supply of skilled 
workers. Now, from this sag in our industrial growth, many 
departments of industry must undertake an^wnightjex^- 
pansion of capacity to meet the exacting time schedules of 
national defense. So industry must look to government for 
the cooperation that will enable it to expand its facilities 
promptly and yet write off in reasonable time its heavy 
emergency investments, 



If we are to deal wisely with these situations, and many 
more we cannot now foresee, everyone. engaged in any part 
of the defense effort must be willing and able at all times 
to get a fair understanding of the problems of the others. 
To help maintain such an understanding McGraw-Hill is 
peculiarly fitted. 

t. By the organized exchange of views and information 
among our 24 papers, we can help to coordinate the think- 
ing and practice of the* 1,000,000 executives, tedbakuoi 
and operating men who are, their readers, in matters that 
have to do with their, part in the defense-project.

It will outline basic editorial themes, directed to the for- 
warding of that project, to be adapted by each paper to the 
special needs of its specific field. 

Hie board will keep close touch with industrial execu- 
tives and technicians so as to keep abreast of new problems 
as they arise.

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How Much Sabotage?

AN EXPLOSION occurs in a powder-making 
plant, Without waiting for an investigation, the 
newspapers immediately yell "Sabotage!" A fire 
starts on a battleship under construction. The news- 
papers again present it in a sensational light and 
hint at dark doings. Any explosion, fire or accident 
of any kind in any factory with a defense contract 
raises the Suspicion that Something sinister is back 
of it 

We went to Washington to get the facts. They 
were given us by what the columnists like to call 
"unimpeachable authority." And they are so totally 
different from the general public impression that 
we feel it a duty to make a report on them. 
t Sabotage is not rampart in the United States, 
Known cases of it are Surprisingly few, It is under 
better control by the proper governmental agencies 
than anyone thinks. 

To be sure, fires and explosions are happening 
daily in this country, but that is to be expected 
when industrial activities are at an abnormally high 
rate, Thousands of "green" men are at work, large 
numbers of supervisors have just been lifted to new 
and responsible jobs. A considerable segment of 
our industrial organization ha$n^t yet got into the 
swing of doing things with the greatest efficiency. 

Oh, .yes, about the big -Kenville, N. )., powder 
plant explosion. Our lips are sealed by a pledge of 
confidence, but we were presented with overwhelm- 
ing evidence that sabotage was not involved. The 
"big" fire on the battleship South Dakota was a 
$50 blaze caused by a defective piece of .equipment 
used by a workman. And so it goes. 



Don't get us wrong. Everything isn't fine. Plenty 
Of people are ready at the slightest opportunity to 
do mischief in connection with the defense pro- 
gram, particularly if it will delay help to Britain. 
Some obvious acts of sabotage have been turned 
up and will continue to^be committed, Our vigil- 
ance should not be relaxed; instead at should be 
redoubled. 

Nevertheless, an important issue is at stake. If 
we see hobgoblins and disguised Germans and 
Japanese lurking behind ^every fire, explosion and 
industrial accident in this country from now on, 
we will be in for a fine case of fitters. From the 
standpoint of our potential enemies, nothing could 
be sweeter. An ideal way to retard our armament 
program i$ to affect adversely the morale of indus- 
trial workers, thereby causing. production to fall 
behind Schedule. 

After all, the main point is that a scare complex 
is not justified by the facts. Our plants are still the 
safest places to work in the world, It is common 
knowledge that more accidents happen at home 
than in the factory. On the basis of all available 
evidence, U. S, industry will continue to be the 
Safest shelter for American workmen during their 
waking hours. 

Whatever we do, 'let's not* be panicked into ar* 
unjustifiable fear of the extent of subversive activi- 
ties aimed at crippling our armament production, 
„Nothing could please Germany better than to have 
Americans unwittingly loose upon themselves the 
psychology of texxox which has served German pur- 
poses so admirably in other parts of the world.

The problem is to protect defense plants with light as an aid 
in preventing Sabotage and Espionage in plant facilities by persons who 
do not have authorized access to the plant . 

The first step is to erect a non-climable type fence seven feet 
high entirely around the plant. The next step is to provide watchmen to 
detect any one attempting to get over the fence and to apprehend him if he 
does get over— which makes it necessary to illuminate the fence and the 
area adjacent to the fence. 

The solution of the problem is quite simple and the results are 
effective. Good engineering and experience have solved the problem so that 
such installations can be designed on a "production line basis". 

Good Practice Dictates : 

. 1. Erect a 7 f high fence entirely around the plant. 

2. Locate guard houses from which watchmen can see all 
parts of the fence line and the area in front of 
and inside the fence. 

3. Provide each guard house with a telephone to Captain 
of the Guard and a 1000 watt, concentrated beam, 
adjustable search light and switch for turning on 
and off. 

4» The guard is to be stationary and under no circumstances 
should leave his post. 
? 5. The guard is to be equipped with a suitable rifle. 

6. Poles are to be erected 150* apart and set four feet 
inside the fence line. 

7. Install on each pole at a height of 25 f above the 
ground a lateral bowl type refractor on a 4 1 bracket 
so that refractor is mounted directly over the fence 
line and use a 6000 lumen 6.6 ampere series lamp. 
The illumination along the fence will be 0.15 foot- 
candles (6 times full moonlight) . The space outside 
^nd inside the fence will also be lighted. There 
will be no glare in any direction. See Figure 1.

ME LIGHTING 

Good Practice. For protection against sabotage and 
espionage. Stationary Guard sees both inside and 
outside of fence. No back glare from fence. The 
same kind of lighting that has enabled our police 
to make our city streets safe at night. 
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The method of apprehension is also quite simple and fool proof • 
When a guard sees or hears anything of a suspicious nature he calls the 
Captain of the Guard on the telephone and turns on his search light if 
necessary" to intensify the illumination in the immediate location of the 
trouble. The Captain of the Guard sends out an armed guard to investigate 
the trouble. If in the meantime the intruder gets over the fence he can. 
be taken care of in the 100 ' of lighted space inside the fence before he 
reaches a haven of darkness and safety. It is obvious that the guard 
cannot operate his search light and his rifle at once which is another 
reason for the 100 » strip of lighted ground inside the fence. 

Although this simple and reliable system has been thoroughly 
engineered and is in satisfactory service in a large number of plants and 
competitive bids can be had from a large number of suppliers, we are 
still plagued with old ideas that someone thinks are new. For instance, 
one plant has delayed doing anything but waste their own engineers time 
and that of several lighting equipment manufacturers while toying with 
the idea of having no lights and no guards. Instead they propose to 
"mine" the fence and plant interior with photo-electric cells so that 
an intruder when he passes through the beam of light will cause a signal 
to show in the office of the Captain of the Guard and the signal win 
indicate the location of the intruder. The saboteur would not knowingly 
walk through a beam of light and even the layman today knows that the 
electric eyes along the highway are counting the cars that pass and 
perhaps timing their speed. If the saboteur were particularly stupid 
and walked through the beam of light (they might be infra-red or ultra- 
violet invisible rays) the indication at the Captain of Guards office 
would only show where the saboteur was and not where he jls. He could 
ver y easily leave his "package" and go his way in safety in the dark. 
The last tell-tale electric eye may even show the Captain of the Guard 
that Mr. Saboteur has left the plant and there may be no need to send a 
guard out in the rain. The cost, multiplicity of equipment, complication 
and unreliability of an electric eye system should also be thought of. 

Very recently a "new" old scheme has been advanced and is 
actually being installed for the protection of one of our major Ordnance 
Plants. The specifications are: 

1. A fence 7 f high around the plant (20 miles of fence) . 

2. A road 30 f inside fence for guard to patrol in a car. 

3. Poles to be erected 15' inside the fence line and at a 
height of 16 f from the ground lighting units to be 
located on 150' centers having a vertical light spread 
of 30° and a horizontal light spread of 180° and 
equipped with 300 watt multiple lamps. (800 units 
required) • 
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4. To have the fence in comparative darkness and the guards 
road in total darkness and a "blinding light" on objects 
outside the fence. 

The idea is to keep the guard in the dark so the Saboteur cannot ( j 

know vhere he is and to blind the saboteur and make it possible for the •■ 

guard in his car to see the saboteur outside the fence. The guard's car 
may have headlights so the driver (there must be 2 men in the car) + can 
see the road. The saboteur can see the progress of the car from its head , 

lamps even though it is in the dark.

the downward throw of light the lamp must be moved up from the center or 
aSs w£ch makes for inefficiency because the solid angle *^»**£* 
bv the lens is decreased. The use of multiple lamps (800 x 300) or 24-0,000 
watts rearing 2400 amperes on a 20 mile circuit is not good practice due 
to voltage drop. 

In addition to all of these inherent faults of the proposed system 
the glare at such low mounting height would be intolerable in the case of 
a railroad or highway outside and fairly close to the fence line. 

In writing this, I am fully aware of the fact that a watchman's 
eves when he is in relative darkness, are more sensitive than if he were 
tothe light! This has no relative bearing on the subject however, because 
£ the watchman were in his shack he would be in the dark. I also wish to 
ooint out how easy it is for a saboteur to get over a 7' fence. A novice 
has done it and walked behind a guard in the dark for some distance before 
he was detected.

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Advertising 
Helped Kill 
a Business Recession 



IN 1954 we had a business recession in the 
United States. Sales fell about 4% during 
the year. If management had followed the his* 
toric pattern of business up$ and downs, adver- 
tising volume would have fallen much further. 

But in i$54 the volume of advertising did 
not fall It increased over $%, Every effort 
was made to stimulate Sates when sates were 
needed to sustain prosperity. 

This was something entirely hew under the 
sun. It had a powerful influence in making 
the recession of 1953-54 one of the mildest on 
record. It helped greatly to. speed business on 
to the record-breaking levels it has attained 
today. 

There are several reasons why America's 
business management attacked this decline in 
sales with more advertising. One of them 
grew out of the greatly strengthened position 
of the American consuming market. Con- 
sumers' income after taxes has been rising an 
average of over 1 10 billion a year since 1946, 
and this rising income is more widely dis* 
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tribmed than ever before. Furthermore, con- 
sumers have piled up reserves of about $215 
billion in cash or its equivalent; These re- 
serves offer a new and powerful inducement 
to increased selling and advertising effort even 
in the face of a possible decline in consumer 
income. 

Taking the Longer View 

However, the principal reason why a s^les de- 
cline was attacked with increased advertising 
is management's new-found conviction that 
good advertising is essentially an investment 
in the development of a market. Successful 
development requires sustained investment, 
The inclination of business management to 
take this longer view, is, of course, motivated 
by the fact that the American market, with 
over 3 million consumers being added annu- 
ally, is growing at a prodigious rate. 

Ten years ago only a handful of companies 
had plans for investment in new producing 
facilities extending beyond the current year. 
Today almost alljeading ^companies have in^ 
vestment programs running some years ahead. 
And keeping pace, with these long-range busi- 
ness investment plans has been the develop- 
ment of sales and advertising programs to 
reach tomorrow's greatly expanded markets. 

This crucial role of advertising in provid- 
ing driving power for our economy is gaining 
greater recognition every day. In his recent 
book, "People of Plenty," Professor David M. 
Potter of; Yale University remarked: "Adver- 
tising is not badly f needed; in an economy of 
scarcity, because total demand is usually equal 
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to or in excess of total supply, and every pro- 
ducer can normally sell as much as he pro- 
duces. It is when potential supply outstrips 
demand-that is, when abundance prevails— 
that advertising begins to fulfill a really essen- 
tial economic function." 



Advertisings Key Role 

Today abundance so completely prevails. in 
the United States that it has been conserva- 
tively estimated that as much as a third of 
everything offered for sale falls in the realm 
of "optional consumption." That is, con- 
sumers can "take it or leave it" without any 
immediate personal inconvenience. But if 
they decide to 'leave it," a terrific economic 
depression will not be far behind. In such 
circumstances, advertising — in which, in all 
of its forms, we are now investing about $9.2 
billion annually — clearly is of crucial im- 
portance to our continued prosperity. 

In performingjtsjxyjroleuin^past^yearsr 
"Amencan^dvertising never realized its full 
potential. It successfully promoted sales. But 
it never was called upon to promote an overall 
economic stability as a direct outgrowth of 
increased sales. 

By successfully promoting both sales and 
economic stability, as it did in 1954, advertis- 
ing surely has added new strength to the 
American economy. It has also added a great 
newand constructive dimension to advertising 
itself. This accomplishment gave great sig- 
nificance to the celebration of the first Na- 
tional Advertising Week in February, 1956.
